Columbus, Ohio, June 25.—The conven- 
tion was in session from 10:10 a. m. to 1:10 
p. m., breaking the Ohio record by com- 
pleting its work in three hours. The in- 
tense heat was prostrating and Chairman 
Hanna not only cut short his own speech, 
but also those of others, and then dis- 
patched business with the utmost speed. 

In these three hours the convention 
nominated a full state ticket, adopted its 
' @eclaration of principles and indorsed Jo- 
seph B. Foraker as the republican can- 
didate for reelection as United States sen- 
ator. 

Of the seven nominations, only three 
were new men and one of these, Nippert, 
for lieutenant governor, was nominated 
without opposition. Nash, Sheets, Came- 
ron and Johnson were renominated for 
second terms without opposition. 

The nomination that caused the most 
comment was that of Nippert in place of 
Lieutenant Governor Caldwell, the latter 
being the only one who was elected with 
Governor Nash two years ago that was 
not renominated for a second term.. The

Heawy Debit Balance Agains! 

Seventh National Provokes 
Many Rumors, 


PRESIDENT OF BANK 
TENDERS RESIGNATION 


Scn of General Thomas Elected in 
Kimball’s Stead—Balance Is Fi- 
nally Settled and State- 
ment Is Made by the 
Bank Officials. 


New York, June 25.—It became known 
today that there was a debit balance at 
the clearing house against the Seventh 
National_bank amounting to $838,000. This 
gave rise to rumors that the bank was in 
difficulties and cayse?d other rumors that 
other banks were also hampered. All 
these were cleared away when Manager 
William Sherer, of the clearing house as- 
sociation, gave out a statement to the ef- 
fect that all the banks in the associa- 
tion had met their obfigations and that 
‘all clearing house sheets had gone 
through. William H. Tappan, president 
of the Gallatin National bank and who 
was present at a conference, had during 
the day with other members of the clear- 
ing house association, made the following 


statement: 

‘‘All the banks have settled their bal- 
ances satisfactorily. This disposes of all 
rumors.”’ 

Tonight a statement was given out by 
the officials of the Seventh National 
bank in which it said that the debit bal- 
ance of the Seventh National bank with 
the clearing house this morning was 
$938,000 and that this balance was due 
to heavy checking on the part of men 
connected with several large brokerage 
and banking houses. The directors and 
stockholders of the bank convened and 
at once provided ample means for all 
business purposdi. 

The statement further says that the 
flurry was probably started for stock job- 
bing purposes and that tHe rumors so 
weighed on the mind of President Wil- 
Ham H. Kimball, of the bank, that he 
tendered his résignation which was ac- 
cepted, and E. R. Thomas, son of Gen- 
eral Samuel Thomas, was elected in his 
place. General Thomas is a director and 
one of the heaviest stockholders in the 
bank. The statement avers that the bank 
is in most excellent cond!sion and is not 
connected directly or indirectly with any 
other financial institution in New York 
or elsewhere.

But Burghers Got Under Wagons 
and Poured Volleys Into Assail- 


ants—General Delarey Was 
Present and} Personally 


Cape Town, June 24-Details of the en- 
gagement between General Ellfott’s col- 
umn and DeWet’s foree near Reitz show 
that the British surprised the Boer con- 
voy. The burghers fied, but seeing that 
the captors were not in strong force, the 
Boers returned and ¢harged with great 
determination, after desperate fighting, 
recapturing the convoy. Meanwhile, Colo- 
nel DeLisle arrived With reinforcements 
and the fighting was renewed. The Boers 
lay beneath their wagons and unflinching- 
ly fired volleys between the wheels, while 
their comrades were engaged in inspan- 
ning and driving off that portion of the 
convoy farthest from the British. 

The latter pushed in among the wagons, 
using the bayonets freely. General Dela- 
rey was present and personally used a 
rifle. A man at his rig&t hand wes killed, 
and the comrade on "f left had a hand 
wounded. The affair ded in a series of 
hand to hand encounters and fierce me- 
lees, the Boers event§ally being driven 
off. One of General DeWet's staff offi- 
cers was wounded and taken prisoner. 

Jacobus Botha, the member of the Cape 
assembly for Aliwalnorth, has been cap- 
tured by the Boers and i. publicly 
sjamboked. In additi@n, his house was 
burned. The reason assigned for his 
treatment is that Botha voted in favor of 
the treason bill PFs . 

Barkley West, Cape “olor, Monday, | 
June 24.—General Fouehe's two Boer’ 
commands have advance@ beyond Glen 
Almond, which is about ten miles south- 
east of Aliwainorth. Boer and Brit.su 
scouts have exchanged shots six miles 
hence. All the loca] defense forees have 
been mobilizd. 

Severe Fighting Going On. 

London, June 2.—The casualty lists 
made public by the war office continue 
to show rather severe, fighting in various 
parts of South Africa, that are not re- 
perted in the ordinary dispatches. This is 
noticeably so with regard to the Zeerust 
position in Cape Colony. It also inspires 
disquietude which is added to by the re- 
peated looting of Jamestown in spite of 
the proximity of a strong British force 
at Aliwalnorth. 

It appears that including the Boer pris- 
oners and those in the concentration 
camps the cost of supporting some 80,000 
Boers is today falling upon the British 
taxpayers. 
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GREAT GERMAN BANK FAILS. 


Liabilities Will Reach Nearly Hun- 
dred Million Marks. 

Leipzig, June 25.—The directors of tNe 
Leipziger bank announce that owing to 
the stoppage of the Dresdner credit An- 
stalt in consequence of difficulties in dis- 
counting bills, the Leipziger bank is com- 
pelled to temporarily suspend payment in 
the interest of its creditors. The direc- 
tors say that if the commitments can 
be liquidated quietly, the creditors wil] 
suffer no loss and the shareholders may 
hope for a favorable outeome. The cap- 
ital of the bank is 48,000,000 marks. 

Berlin, June 25.-The Lokal Anzeiger es- 
timates the liabilities of the Leipziger 
bank at 82,000,000 to 90,000,000 marks.

NUMBER OF VICTIMS

Trip Through the Flood-Swept Re- 
gion Reveals a Scene of De- 
struction Rarely Equaled. 
Property Loss Foots Up 
Enormous Sum. 


Roanoke, Va., June 25.—News from the 
flood stricken district in West Virginia 
is still very scarce, but through persons 
coming in from the coal fields the situa- 
tion is getting down to cold facts. There 
has been some interruption today to the 
wires between Roanoke and Bluefield 
and only one wire has been in use since 
morning, this remaining wire being du- 
plexed all day, the railroad dividing it 
with the Western Union folks as far east 
as Lynchburg and west to Bluefield. 

A telegram from Bluefield this after- 
noon says there are no important deveiop- 
ments there today. Repair work is going 
ahead with a rush. Bluefield is the great 
shipping point for the Pocahontas coal 
coming east. It is said there that the 
coal fields will not be able to ship out 
any coal for the next thirty days. It is 
thought at Bluefield that the loss of life 
will be in the neighborhood of sixty. The 
coal trade will suffer almost incalculable 
loss as a result of the washed out tracks 
and damage to their machinery. 

Bodies Washed from Graves. 

A gentleman arriving in this city today 
from the _ stricken section gives an 
explanation for the report first circulated 
that great masses of human bodies were 
to be seen floating around in the water. 
It seems that there*is a grave yard 
between North Fork Junction and Key- 
stone, which towns are about a mile 
apart, and at which point the storm was 
very severe. This grave yard is near the 
bank of the river which caused the great 
destruction. When the flood came the 
graves gave up their dead and added 
greatly to the bedies seen. : 

The Norfolk and Western folks thought 
this morning that they would be able to 
have their Clinch Valley line open this 
evening. They say the Thacker coal 
field lines are already open and that the 
road will be able to get through to Co- 
lumbus tomorrow. These repairs. will 
only be of a temporary nature, however, 
and it will necessarily be many weeks 
before the tracks and roadbed can be 
placed in their former condition. 

A short telegram was received here 
late this afternoon from Elkhorn. This 
is some miles west of Ennis, which place 
was the farthest town west of Bluefield 
that had been communicated with up to 
this morning. The message gave no in- 
formation whatever. 

Mr. J. B. Frances, a Roanoke man who 
is in Keystone installing a water plant, 
and who was first reported dead, has 
written his wife telling Ler he is safe and 
sound. 

Drowned in the Streets. 

He has the following to say of the dis- 

aster: 


“A big flood visited the town last Fri- 
day night. Everybody had to go up on 
the mountain. Men, women and children 
were drowned {n the’ streets, and houses 
went floating down with people in them. 
All our crowd are safe. We are entirely 
cut off from the outside world and pro- 
visions are getting very short. There is 
now no water in the town.’’ 

Another letter today from Keystone 
says between ten and fifteen people were 
drowned and forty houses washed away 
at that place. The people are hard at 
work clearing up the town and repatring 
damaged hnildings. 

The report received here yesterday that 
the father, mother, one sister, two broth- 
ers and a sister in law, with two chil- 
dren, of J. W. Crotty, of the Norfolk and 
Western railroad, were drowned, was a 
mistake. Mr. Crotty is now in the coal 
flelds and telegraphed today that they 
were all safe. 

Tazewell, Va., also suffered from the 
cloudburst. The house of Paris Van 
Dyke, four miles west of Tazewell, tn a 
gorge of the mountains, was washed 
away. Van Dyke heard the roar of water 
and started home from the fields. When 
a short distance from the house he saw 
the water rushing down the mountain 
side, tearing up and twisting off giant 
trees as if shrubs, the water leaping for- 
ty feet high and traveling with frightful 
speed. Van Dyke rushed for the house 
toward his family, but the water over- 
took him and swept the house and all 
its inmates away. 

Children Instantly Killed. 

Two children, five and seven years old, 
were instantly. killed, their brains being 
dashed out against the rocks.and tim- 
bers. The bodies were washed to the low- 
lands. A little girl eleven years old hold- 
ing a young sister in her arms was car- 
ried 200 yards. The sisters tossed on the 
waters and when rescued were uncon- 
scious. Another member of the family 
died yesterday afternoon and Mrs. Van 
Dyke is still unconscious and cannot live. 

At Cedar Bluff, sixteen miles west of 
Tazewell, seventeen dwellings were swept 
away but no lives were lost. Knob, a 
small town seven miles west, was almost 
completely destroyed. Ravens, two miles 
west, was badly damaged and many bus- 
iness houses were destroyed. The dam- 
age to county roads will not be less than 
A notice was posted on the boiler de- 
partment of the Norfolk and Western 
railroad in Roanoke this morning an- 
nouneing that the shops would be closed 
at 12 o'clock today until further notice. 
The bulletin stated that the shut down 
was on account of the destruction of the 
flood. The notice stated that the shops 
would probably resume work in three or 
four days. There are about 2,000 men 
employed in the Norfolk and Western 
shops here, but not all of them will be 
affected. All the men are opt except suf- 
ficient number to keep up repairs.

DEADLY QUEL 


ENDS QUARREL 
UVER GAMING 


To Protect His Gambling Interests 
John Considine Shoots Mer. 
edith to Death, 


SLAYER WAS ORDERED 
T0 STOP HIS BUSINESS 


Then He Preferred Charges Against 
Chief Meredith and Fatal Duel 
Followed—Considine No- 
torious Sport Through- 
out the Country. 


Seattle, Wash., June 25.—John W. Cons 
sidine, one of the promoters of the Stand- 
ard gambling house, and the People’s 
theater, this afternoon shot and killed 
ex-Chief of Police W. L. Meredith. The 
shooting occurred in Guy’s drug store at 
Second avenue and Yesler Way, in the 
heart of the city. Considine was wounded 
slightly in the head by Meredith with a 
shotgun. 

The stories of the shooting are conflict- 
ing and it cannot be said which was the 
aggressor. The men had threatened to 
shoot on sight and both were prepared 
for the battle. The drug store at the 
time of the shooting was crowded with 
people and one bystander was shot 
through the arm by a stray bullet. 

Meredith was killed while struggling 
with John Considine and Tom Considine, 
who had come to his brother’s aid. Three 
bullets from Considine’s revolver, fired at 
short range, pierced Meredith's body, one 
in the head, another in the chest and 
another in the abdomen. Considine was 
arrested by Sheriff Cudihee and two po- 
lice officers, who were in the store when 
the shooting occurred. He was taken to 
police headquarters, thence to the county 
jail in a closed carriage, there being 
some talk of lynching in the great 
crowd which gathered. 

There had been bad feeling between the 
men for some time before Meredith was 
made chief of nolice and served notice on 
Considiné that the latter could not -re- 
main in the city and do business. This 
was followed by several police ordefs 
which hurt Considine’s business. In re- 
taliation Considine publicly made charges 
of corruption in office against Meredith. 
A council committee investigated and 
Mayor Humes, upon their advice, re- 
quested Meredith’s resignation. 

Ex-Chief Meredith was a son of W. M, 
Meredith, of Cnicago, enief of- the na- 
tional bureau of engraving and printing. 
Considine -elongs to a family well 
known in eastern sporting circles and 
has a wide acquaintance throughout the 
United States. He was formerly a mem- 
ber of the Chicago police department and 
took part in the raid on the Haymarket 
meeting in Chicago that led to the an- 
archist bomb throwing. 


FREIGHT RATES INCREASED 


Shippers To Attack Heads of Rail- 
road Combinations. 

Chicago, June 25.—Prominent western 
merchants, all heavy shippers of mer- 
chandise, are preparing to call to account 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion the heads of the various railroad 
combinations and the “community of in- 
terests’’ alliances of the trunk lines of 
the country. 

Charges are made that, following these 
movements of consolidation, freight rates 
have been advanced from 30 to 50 per 
cent through quiet and organized ma- 
nipulation of the various classifications 
of commodities. Merchandise formerly 
class 4 has been placed under class 2 
with -a consequent increase of 30 per 
cent in shipment charges, and so on 
throught the voluminous tabulated clas- 
sifications on all commodities. 

Behind the movement to attack this 
scheme of freight advances by applying 
to the interstate commerce commission 
for relief lies the plan for a still more 
vigorous blow. The complainants § in- 
tend to press a demand that congress 
shall take a hand in forcing the forma- 
tion of a uniform classification of freight 
which shall be effective on every railroad 
in the United States. 


KILLED AND BURIED FATHER. 


Son Then Exhumed Body and Ar- 
ranged a Suicide Story. 

Mount Clemens, Mich., June 25.—Homepr 
Bliss, who was arrested severa] days ago 
on suspicion of killing his father, whose 
badly decomposed body was found on his 
farm, confessed this afternoon to the kill- 
ing, maintaining, however, that it was 
accidental. According to Bliss’s confes- 
sion he found his father June 3d about 
to commit suicide. 

In the struggle over the gun he had it 
Was accidentally discharged, Homer says, 
instantly killing his father. The next day 
Homer buried the body, leaving it in the 
ground until June 14th, when he exhumed 
it. Placing it on a wheelbarrow, he 
moved it to the spot where it was found 
last Saturday. Here he propped it against 
a stump and tied the gun to a sapling 
to make it appear his father had com- 
mitted suicide.

Police Court May See Same Faces Ev- 
ery Day in the Week, but Idlers 
Will Get No Rest. 


Columbus, Ga., June 2.—(Special)—The 
police authorities are forming plans for 
the most systematic war on vagrancy 
Several months 
ago a similar crusade was undertaken, 
-but it was. not. altogether as effective 
as had been hoped for. Most of the per- 
sons arraigned before the recorder, the 
great majority of whom were worthless 
negro vagrants, could usually find some 
white man who would swear that the 
negro was working for him, either regu- 
larly or doing an occasional piece of 
work. The present plan is to arrest all 
loafers, making indiscriminate round-ups 
daily. The authorities will request the 
city papers to make note of each case 
and also the name of the white man wh» 
swears that he gives the negro employ- 
ment. The negroes will be arrested as 
often as they are found loafing, even if 
they are arraigned before the recorder 
every morning. It is thought that this 
will greatly improve present conditions.

TALKS WITH LAWYERS WHO 
COME TO SUPREME COURT 


Among the Georgia.lawyers who were 
in attendance on the supreme court the 
other day were H. H. Perry and H. H. 
Dean,’ of Gainesville, two of the best 
known attorneys in north Georgia, They 
came to argue several cases from the 
northeastern circuit. Both spoke interest- 
ingly of the section of the state in which 
they practice. » 

“Northeast Georgia is forging -rapidly 
to the front,’’ Mr. Perry said. .-‘“fhe peo- 
ple of our section are not talking«politics 
now; they are interesting themselves in 
their own progress and prosperity. The 
last census gave Gainesville a population 
of not quite 6,000, but when the two new 
cotton mills there are completed and in 
operation, as they will be next fall, I 
am satisfied Gainesville and New Hol- 
land together will have at least 10,000 
people. The Pacolet mill, costing a mil- 
lion dollars, and the Vesta mill, costing 
half a million, are nearing completion, 
and the machinery will soon be placed in 
them. They will be ready to handle this 
year’s cotton crop, 

‘The completion of these mills will 
mean a big addition to the population of 
Gainesvite and New Holland. Many of 
the laborers to be employed in these 
mills will be secured right in that sec- 
_tion of the state. It is just such a class 
of labor, by the way, that has worked 
such wonders for the New England states 
in the line of manufacturing. The people 
of the mountains are .ugged, healthy and 
intelligent. You may find many of them 
who cannot read a line, yet these sume 
people can discuss with you the questions 
of the day in a manner indicative cf 
strong native intelligence. They remei- 
ber what they hear and they apply it. 

“IT believe there is a brilliant future 
before that section of the state, and 
these rugged mountain people are jsoing 
to be one of the chief factors in the 
making of it. Handicapped as they have 
been in matters of education, they have 
already furnished the state some of her 
ablest end most prominent men. Now 
that school houses are being built in 
every mountain hamlet, and education 
is finding its way among them, their in- 
tellects will be clarified, and their latent 
mental powers will be awakened into a 
use that will make itself felt.’ 

Speaking of the supreme court's de- 
cision with reference to the public prop- 
ertv fund, Mr. Perry said that while 
the people of that section suffered ccn- 
side rable inconvenience, thay felt the su- 
preme court was right and that the 
proper course was pursued.

Cotton’s Onward March. 

Cotton has long been called king. It is more 
than king. In a brief study of statistics, The 
Baltimore Sun cites the remarkable extent to 
which it is supplanting flax and wool in the 
manufacture of textiles. In 1!1799-I80I, ac- 
cording to The Manchester Textile Recorder, 
the consumption of the three materials in Eng- 
land was: Flax, 1|!08,600,000 pounds; Wool, 
100,600,000 ,. pounds; cotton, 41,800,000 
rounds. By 1860 the consumption of flax and 
wool had about doubled, while the consump- 
tion of cotton “had increased 25-fold. In 
1898-|900 the consumption of flax was 214,- 
700,090 pounds; of wool, 496,600,000 pounds; 
of cotton, 1,594,000,000 pounds. The order 
of the importance of these materials has thus 
been reversed. The consumption of wool has 
imcregsed five times and of cotton nearly forty 
times. Silk also has suffered as well as wool 
and flax. The new method of ‘‘mercerizing”’ 
cotton rsives it a gloss Hke that of silk and 
causes it to displace silk to an appreciable ex- 
tent. Cotton fabrics stand, of course, says 
The Sun, chiefly upon their merit. They ligiti- 
mately displace the old-fashioned fabrics made 
of flax for many purposes. The same is to 
be caid of the substitution of cotton for wors- 
ted, especially in warm countries. The cotton 
garment may not be so desirable as the woolen 
under all circumstances, but it ‘‘will do.”’ It 
is a great deal cheaper, and cheapness is neces- 
sarily cecisive with the very poor. But cotton 
is also used to a very large extent for mixture 
with wool, by the way of adulteration. Vast 
quantities of the vegetable fiber are thus used, 
not always with an honest intent. Shoddy is 
also used to cheapen so-called woolen cloths. 
But for the manufacture of cheap cotton- 
shoddy stuffs on a large scale the price of 
wool, say the farmers, would be much higher 


than it is.

The section was 
lost yesterday on a tie vote, and Gov- 
ernor Jones made the fight for reconsid- 
eration and won it. But as soon as it 
Was opened again the fight was renewed 
in the shape of an amendment. Ex-Con- 
gressmen Cobb and Oates threw them- 
selyes into the fight against it, the telling 
argument being that it was the opening 
wedge in the creation of a civil pension 
list. Mr. Heflin, of Chambers, and Mr. 
Sollie, of Dale, were prominent in the as- 
sault, and Judge Coleman was finally 
drawn into it on the same side. Governor 
Jones had an active assistant in Mr. 
Burls, of Dallas. The fight went over to 
the afternoon session when the whole 
section was finally killed by a vote of 63 
to 62. The entire day had thus been 
passed in a vain effort to adopt a section 
that was voted down on yesterday. 

Judge Coleman, chairman of the com- 
mittee on suffrage, promises that a re- 
port shall come in not later than Thurs- 
day. He says he knows nothing of the 
reports that there is serious divisions in 
the committee.

Richmond, Va., June 25.—(Special.)— 
The constitutional cgnvention will neith- 
er invite nor decline to invite Hon. Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan to address the body. 
Mr. O'Flaherty, the gold man, whose 
resolution to invite Mr. Bryan, created 
such surprise and interest today, asked 
leave to withdraw the paper and the in- 
cident was thus closed. od 

The convention was in session nearly 
two hours today and there was a flood 
of resolutions, The feature of the day 
was a short and sharp debate upon the 
resolution offered by R. Walton Moore 
to appoint a new standing committee to 
deal with the question of redjuction of 
general expenses of the government. 
This was vigorously opposed by William 
A. Anderson and C. V. Meredith, who 
contended that its passage would most 
likely lead to friction as committees had 
already been chosen to deal with all the 
matters in relation to retrenchment and 
reform. Mr. Moore gained a victory, for 
his resolution was passed by a large ma- 
jority. ' : 

The resolutions offered today covered 
almost every question the convention will 
have to deal with. Most of them had ref- 
erence to the suffrage question. Colonel 
Smith, of Alexandrta, proposed the Mis- 
sissippi cause. Others presented educa- 
tional or property holding provisions. 
There were some who introduced poll tax 
qualifications. Delegate Robert Turnbull, 
of Brunswick, presented the first resolu- 
tion looking to a division of the school 
tax fund according to the amount .of 
money paid in by the rules. Some other 
resolutions désigned to accomplish the 
same purpose were presented and there 
were others looking to prohibiting the leg- 
islature from dividing this fund on rule 
lines.

Nashville, Tenn., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Argument for the motion fora new trial 
in the case of General John C. Under-

FDUR HUNDRED FEET HIGH 


The Oil Spouted and It Is Going To 
Waste by Thousands of Gal- 
»lons—Can’t Be Capped. 
Gusher Located on 
Creek Lands. 


Denison, Tex., June 25.—The largest oil 
gusher yet struck was brought in today 
at Redfork, Creek nation, north of Deni- 
son on the ’Frisco railroad extension. 
The gusher was brought tn by the Penn- 
sylvania’ Oil Company, operating in the 
oil fields of the Indian Territory, and the 
oil spouted 400 feet in the air. It is a 
high quality of yellow oil and it is 
claimed will make the best test of any 
oil yet struck west of the Mississippi 
river. The oil is gushing and cannot be 
confined, and is wasting in great quanti- 
ties. _A special dispatch states that it 
cannot be confined for several days and 
that thousands of galions musf waste be- 
fore the flow is under control. 

The Pennsylvania company that made 
the strike has been working in the oil 
fields at Bartlesville, Creek nation, and 
has seven oil wells and three natural gas 
wells at Bartlesville. 

The Creek treaty recently ratified by 
the Creeks permits .oil leases, and it was 
this favorable action by the Creek natives 
that caused the company to begin drill- 
ing at Redfork, where oil indications were 
of the best. 

There is the same excitement in the 
Redfork field as there was at Beaumont. 
The well was struck to a depth of 530 
feet and the pressure is very great at 
the top, so strong that any means of cap- 
ping the pipe cannot be used.

Policeman Shoots a Young Man. 
His Arrest Follows. 


Richmond, Va., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Willon Enroughty, a young white man 
1i¢ing on Church hill, was shot and se- 
verely, if not fatally, wounded by Police- 
man James Garrett today ar West Point, 
where he went on a Sunday school picnic. 
The officer snapped his pistol once and 
fired twice, oné ball taking effect in En- 
roughty’s back and the other in his arm.

HEAD SPLIT OPEN. WITH AX. 


Dead Man’s Brother Is Charged with 
the Murder. 

Newport News, Va., June 2.—Robert 
Kelly, fifty years of age, was found today 
in front of his house on Deep Creek, in 
Warwick county, with his head split open 
with an ax and his brains spattered about 
on the grass. His brother Samuel, an in- 
mate of the soldiers’ home, who had been 
living with Robert since the latter came 
to this section from New York state about 
three months ago, left the place Monday 
morning and did not return. He was ar- 
rested tonight at the home of another 
brother and charged with committing the 
murder. The evidence against him is pure- 
ly circumstantial. The condition of the 
house when the body was discovered indi- 
cated that robbery had been committed. 


INSURANCE NOTES. 


An applicaticn of life insurance which 
is comparafively new everywhere, ana 
especially so in the south, has receritly 
met with much favcr in Georgia. This is 
the purchase of endowment insurance by 
corporations cn the lives of officers and 
directors whose death would mean a loss 
financially to the corporations by reason 
of the removal of the guiding brain and 
hana. The main object of such insuring 
is the cstanlishment of sinking funds by 
the corporations. A certain amount is 
set aside annually toward the raising of 
this fynd, and if the officer or director 
lives to the day of the maturity of the 
policy the sinking fund is raised all right, 
and the bonded indebtedness of the cor- 
poration can be removed without taxing 
the stockholders. In case of the death of 
the insured officer before the policy 1S 
mature, the sinking fund is established at 
cnee. This has become, quite a favorite 
policy with large corporations all over 
the United States, and recently several 
of the large cctton mill companies of 
Georgia, recognizing the advantages of 
the plan, have purchased endowments 
1engine from $50,000 to $100,000 on the lives 
of their prominent officers with several 
of the larg :r companies.

Mrs. Howard, of Waco, Tex., en route 
home from a St. Louis hospital on a cot, 
badly bruised and seriously injured. 

W. W. Seybould, 2810 Magnolia street, 
St. Louts, postal clerk, injured about 
head and arms, not seriously. 

M. E. Simms, 122 Izard street, Little 
Rock, postal clerk, bruised, not serious. 

Butler Campfield, colored, 1203 Bayard 
avenue, St. Louis, postal clerk, cut on 
hands and face, not serious. 

As the engine struck the cows a switch 
was thrown. The engine was derailed, 
but not overturned, the engineer and fire- 
man escaping injury. They had made an 
ineffectual attempt to stop the engine 
when the danger was perceived. The ten- 
der, two baggage coaches and one mail 
coach were derailed, turned over and 
smashed into kindling wood and scrap 
iron. Three day coaches and one sleeper 
were derailed, but not turned over and 
only the first two sleepers of the train 
remained on the track.

SCARCITY OF FARM LABOR | 


Supply in Many Sections Is Not 
Equal to the Demand. 


CROPS SHOW IMPROVEMENT 


Cctton Still in Poor Condition, but 
Corn Is Recovering 
Rapidly. 


Following is the crop report for Georgia 
issued by the weather bureau for the 
week ending Monday, June Ath: 

Heavy rains fell in the eastern counties 
@arly in the week; otherwise generally 
fair weather has prevafled with high tem- 
perature. All crops have been given much 
needed cultivation, but the supply of labor 
is not equal to demands. A slight im- 
provement in the crop situpation is noted 
in many counties, while in others the 
detrimental effects of the past heavy rains 
are still apparent. Cotton is still in poor 
condition in many localities, but corn is 
recovering rapidly. Fruit continues to rot 


and shed. 
The following are extracts from the re- 


ports by covnties: 
NORTHERN SECTION. 

Banks—Favorable week for cultivation, but 
very little done, owing to scarcity of labor; 
upland corn fair. 

Catoosa—Hot and dry week: wheat being har- 
vested; early peaches will not bear shipping 
owing to rot. 

Chattooga—Wheat harvest completed, yield 
fair; oats growing well; corn and cotton have 
Leen well cultivated. 

Cherokee—Fine week for work; cotton be- 
ginning to grow well but is grassy; corn doing 
moderately well; berries fine. 

Dawson—Much grass killed ducing the week; 
al! crops improved, put corn and cotton are 
small; wheat rusted. 

Elbert—Wheat and oats damaged from lack 
of sunshine; some Jow land crops will be aban- 
doned; fruit rotting. 

Fannin—Rvyc and wheat crops are fine; grass 
abundant; corn coming up well; potatoes fine. 

Franklin—All crops growing well, likewise 
weeds end grass; wheat threshing in progress, 
yield very good. 

Gilmer—Well cultivated corn is doing nicely; 
peacnes ctill falling off; melons being damaged 
by bugs. 

Gordon—Fine growing. weather; grass flour- 
ishing: some cotton fields would make good 
pastures; gardens fine. 

Gwinnett—Good cfop of whea‘t being thresh- 


ed; corn and cotton yery late; some damaged 
‘by hail storms. 


Hart—Excessive rains. first. part of week -de- 
layed farm work: crops very grassy; wheat 
being threshed; melons poor. 

Jackson—Heavy rains first of week retarded 
farm work; crops small and grassy, but cotton 
is improving. 

Lincoln—First part of week too wet for farm 
work; some cotton flelds abandoned; corn small 
but growing well. 

Oglethorpe—Ground drying; crops being cul- 
tivated; much bottom.Jand flooded; uplands 
injured by grass. 

Rabun—Weather fine; crops doing well; rye 
being harvested; oats heading low; farm work 
about up. 

Union—Hot and showery week; crops general- 
ly doing well. 

Walker—A busy week, hot and dry; 
wheat harvestcd. 

Whitfield—Fine week for work; corn and cot- 
ton doing well; berry and plum crops full; 
cane looks well. 

Wilkes—Good weather for cultivating crops, 
but there is much grass; wheat and oats har- 
vested; yields good. 

MIDDLE SECTION. 

Baldwin—Generally fair week: much culti- 
vation done; some cotton abandoned, while 
chopping is very late.

PEACE FOLLOWS 


IN WAR'S WAKE 


Pacification of Philippines Said 
To Se Complete 


EXPLOITERS ARE AT WORK 


With the Dawn of Peace Great Bus- 
iness Enterprises Are To Be 
Launched—War Has Brought 
Great Prosperity to 
Manila. 


—— 


‘Manila, June %.—At about the time this 
correspondence is published in the United 
States civil government will have succeed- 
ed military control throughout the Phil- 
ippines. The isiands still excepted from 
peaceful civil rule will be few and remote 
The only large ones, Mindoro and Para- 
gua, are ina quiescent, rather than q re- 
bellious condition. 

According to all calculations the surren- 
der or capture of Lucban and the begin- 
ning at least of the pacification of Samar 
will have been accamplished within a few 
weeks, so that the organization of mu- 
nicipal and provincial governménts on 
that stubbornly insurgent island will not 
be much longer delayed. 

The inauguration of the purely civil 
government igs expected to give a consid- 
erable impetus to business. Also the 
amendments attached by congress to the 
Spooner act prohibiting granting of fran- 
chises or distrfouting public lands or 
rights, although no authority has been 
conferred for the organization of corpo- 
rations, still the individual] American busi- 
ness man is naturally optimistic over the 
prospects of the era of commercial suc- 
cess predicted for the near future. The 
war. while it caused adversity in the 


provinces, has all along brought prosperi-. 


ty to Manila, and the English, German 
and American business man has been 
making money. 
peace trading with the provinces is be- 
ginning to boom and it is quite apparent 
that the trade of Manila, Iloilo and Cebu 
with continental Asia is likely to greatly 
surpass the expectations of Americans 
in general. 

Several great agricultura] enterprises 
are awaiting the chance to acquire titles 
to government lands before beginning op- 
erations. In occidental Negros lies the 
richest sugar country .developed under 
Spanish rule, but it is now claimed that 
the soll of several other southern islands 
can be made to produce equally as good 
results. The great drawback to the Span- 
ish mestizo owners of the Negros sugar 
plantations has ‘been and is the exorbitant 
rates of interest charged for money. Thir- 
ty per cent is usually charged for a loan 
for shorter periods than a year.

LYCEUM THEATER WAS 
LET WITHOUT LIGHTS 


Matinee Performar.ce Broken Up 
and People Turned Away Last 
Night—West End School 
Was Set on Fire—Police 
Telegraph Injured.

The electric storm yesterday afternoon 
caused three fires in the city, one of 
which burned the roof from the West 
End public school building. The Equit- 
able building was also struck, but aside 
from knocking off a few bricks near the 
roof no damage was done. 

Not only did the lightning send four 
bolts into buildings, but it also left por- 
tions of the city in darkness last night 
and put out of order nearly the entire 
police telegraph system. 

On account of lights being cut off 
there was no performance at the Lyceum 
last night, 500 people .being turned away 
from the dark theater. The lights went 
out “before the matinee performance was 
over and admission money was refunded. 

With the firemen out extinguishing 
blazes caused from the lightning and 
many portions of the city in total dark- 
ness the storm left anything but an 
agreeable remembrance, although the 
heavy rain cooled the heated atmosphere. 

The electric light company had a large 
force of hands at work as soon as the 
storm passed over, but it took them 
many hours to repair the damages. 

In Dismal Darkness. 

Among the places in total darkness was 
the police barracks, and for seven or 
eight hours the prisoners were ushered 
into the prison by the light of tallow 
candles. The prison is not a very in- 
viting place when the full electric light 
is turned on, and it was very dismal 
and forbidding last night when the turn- 
key led the way by a flickering and 
wavering candle. 

The storm came up yesterday from the 
east. About 4 o’clock a heavy, black 
cloud rose from the eastern horizon. The 
sun was shining in the west, but it had 
a sickly glare. Just prior tothe bursting 
of the storm the air was aimost suffocat- 
ing. About 5 o’clock the wind swept over 
the city raising great clouds of blinding 
red dust. Then came the lhHghtning and 
the heavy roll of the thunder. Fifteen 
minutes later the rain came down in tor- 
rents. 

Four Buildings Were Struck. 
In the midst of the,storm the fire bell 


rang and the fire department was called 


to West End. There the public school 
building was found in a blaze. The light- 
ning had struck the roof and ignited the 
shingles. The blaze was extinguished in 
a short while and the damages will not 
amount to more than $100. 

A second alarm called the fire depart- 
ment to the corner of Piedmont avenue 
and Harris street, where a small store 
kept by J. H. Hill, a negro, had been ig- 
nited by a bolt of lightning. The dam- 
ages were slight. 

A third time was the department called 
out to extinguish a fire caused by the 
lightning’s bolts. This time a small ne- 
gro house at No. 9 Mitchell Place, in 
the first ward, was on fire. The firemen 
were in time to save the building. 

It was reported to Chief Joyner that 
the lightning had struck the Equitable 
bullding, but no fire was caused. A few 
bricks were knocked off, that being the 
only damage done. 

No person was reported hurt, although 
four buildings had been struck. 

Electric Lights Were Out. 

When night came on it was discovered 
that the lightning had injured the elec- 
tric light wires and in many portions of 
the city there was darkness for several 
hours. 

A large crowd went to the Lyceum 
theater, but were turnea away. They 
were informed that the lights were out 
and the theater was where Moses was 
under similar circumstances. This was 
bad enough, but the theater also lost its 
matinee money, as the show was stopped 
by the lights going out. 

The policemen had td be relieved from 
reporting at the call boxes, for the light- 
ning had also played a trick on the 
telegraph wires. Superintendent Wright 
spent half the night locating the places 
where the wires had been either ground- 
ed or crossed. 

There were a few washouts in the 
Streets which were looked after by the 
commissioner of public works. 

The weather took quite a cool turn 
after the storm passed over the city and 
that in a measure compensated the swel- 
tering people, although the storm had 
done so much damage and caused so 
much trouble. 


MRS. THORNTON WINS SUIT. 


Judge Reid Yesterday Directed a 
Verdict in Her Favor Against 
Woodmen of the World. 

Mrs. Mary E. Thornton yesterday won 
her suit against Sovereign Camp, Wood- 

men of the World. 

After hearing the argument in the case 
Judge H. M. Reid; of the first division of 


the city court, directed a verdict for the. 


plaintiff. The case was not tried before 
a jury. 

Mrs. Thornton was suing for $3,100,.and 
she was awarded the entire amount. The 
suit was based on an insurance policy 
held py Dr. J. A. T~.rnton, husband of 
Mrs. Thornton. He cured the policy 
from the Woodmen of the World. After- 
wards, it is alleged, he killed himself. 

t was claimed that at tne time he ob- 

ined the policy a clause in the constitu- 
tion of the order specified that the bene- 
ficiary of a suicide could recover, if the 
victim was insane, but that later the 
clause was changed so as to prevent the 
beneficiary of a suicide from recovering 
on a policy under any circumstances. 
The plaintiff alleged that tne change of 
the clause did not affect the policy 27f 
Dr. Thornton, as it Was procured before 
the change. The defense claimed that all 
policies were affected. . 

The plaintiff was reptesented by King 
& Spalding and the defense by Hopkins 
& Sons and Rosser & Carter.

STATE’S CREDIT 
STANDS AT TOP 


Governor Was Offered Money in 
New York at 2 Per Cent 


SMALL DEPOSIT WAS ASKED 


The Offer Came from the National 
Park Bank at a Time When the 
Prevailing Rate in New 
York City Was 4 Per 
Cent. 


When Governor Candler had under con- 
sideration the matter of borrowing $200,- 
000 for the purpose of paying the teach- 
ers, he could have secured the money in 
New York city at practically 2 per cent 
had it been found necessary to go there 
for it. 

The governor was offered money in 
New York at that rate, but after a con- 
ference with the ifeasurer, thought it 
best to place the loan in Georgia if the 
Georgia banks. desired it. 

The offer made to Governor Candler, 
however, goes to show what splendid 
credit Georgia has in the country’s great 
financial center. The governor’ wired 
President Delafield, of the National 
Park bank, which is the state’s deposi- 
tory in New York city, asking him on 
what terms the state could secure $200,- 
000. The reply was that 2% per cent was 
the best rate that could be made, as 4 
per cent was being paid right along in 
New York city, but it was stated if the 
governor would place $25,000 in that bank, 
a rate of 2 per cent would be made. 

The National Park bank was willing 
to fet Georgia have the money at 2 per 
cent if it were placed on the same basis 
as the state depositories in Georgia. It 
was not believed, however, that any part 
of the public property fund could be de- 
posited in New York under the law, and 
that fund is understood to have been re- 
ferred to when the condition of a $5,000 
deposit was mentioned. 

The state has about $100,000 in the Na- 
tional Park bank now, but it is there 
for the purpose of paying the semi-an- 
nual interest on the state’s bonds and 
will all be checked out on July -ist or 
shortly thereafter. 

Georgia’s Splendid Credit. 

The offer to lend the state $200,000 on the 
terms stated, coming from such a New 
York financial institution, is an excellent 
demonstration of Georgia’s financial 
standing. It is evident that the state 
would have no difficulty in borrowing all 
the money it needed or wanted at 2% 
per cent unconditionally, and yet Georgia 
is today paying a far higher rate of in- 
terest on her bonds. 

The lowest rate of interest paid on any 
of the state’s bonds is 3% per cenf and 
the rate runs all the way.up to7 per cent. 
If it were possible forthe state to re- 
fund its bonded debt at this time the 
annual interest charges might be reduced 
nearly one-half. They are now almost 
$335,000. Of course, however, the bor@is 
could not be bought at par, and the 
state must wait until 1915 before any 
appreciable portion of the bonded debt 
can be refunded. 

Georgia has played in rather hard luck 
in some of her financial matters. The 
state convicts were leased just at the 
outbreak of the war with Spain. The bid- 
ding was not as spirited as it might have 
been under other circumstances, and 
they brought but little more than $8 per 
month per man. Many believe that if 
they had been leased one year later, af- 
ter the war fever had died out, they 
would have brought $15 per month each, 
or nearly double what they are now 
bringing. 

The checks for the Georgia teachers 
will be made out this morning by As- 
sistant Treasurer Furlow and will be 
mailed to the county school commission- 
ers all over the state tonight. 


DESTROY COUPONS FRIDAY 


Many Have Been Redeemed During . 


Past Six Months. 


WILL AGGREGATE $73,000 


City Comptroller Goldsmith To Make 
Out Check to Treasurer Cover- 
ing This Amount. 


The city finance committee is to meet 
in the office of City Treasurer Peeples 
on Friday afternoon at 3 o'clock for the 
purpose of destroying bond coupons that 
have fallen due and been paid during 
the past six months. 

On that day Comptroller Goldsmith will 
make out a check for about $73,000, pay- 
able to the city treasurer and covering 
all the coupons that have been redeemed 
during the first half of the year. This 
amount will renresent coupons on city 
bonds which aggregate $2,927,500. 

As fast as the coupons fall due and 
are presented to the treasurer, he pays 
them, making report every day to the 
comptroller. At the end of six months 
he turns theSe coupons Over to the finance 
committee of council and a check is 
given to him covering the amount that 
they represent. Then the coupons aré 
destroyed, and the check is held as a 
receipt.

The Pipe Committee Schedules 
Thousands of Feet of 
New’ Mains, 


ened 


BOARD TO RATIFY REPORT 
AT A MEETING TODAY 


Sum of $18,000 Is Yet Needed To 
Complete the Network of Large 
and Small Water Pipes 
That Are Considered 
Necessary. 


A special meeting of the board of wa- 
ter commissioners will be held this af- 
ternoon at 4 o’clock in the committee 
room at the city hall for the express 
purpose of passing up the other water 
mains that are to be laid to extend and 
better equip the waterworks system of 
the city. 

Fire Chief Joyner, City Engineer R. M. 
Clayten and the members of the citizens’ 
committee will meet with the board. The 
members of that committee are J. R. 
Smith, of the first ward; Captain W. D. 
Ellis, of the second ward; George W. 
Sciple, of the third ward; Captain John 
A. Miller, of the fourth ward; Captain 
James W. English, of the fifth ward; Dr. 
R. D. Spalding, of the sixth ward, and 
Hubert L. Culberson, of the seventh 
ward. 

The pipe committee of the water board 
held a meeting yesterday and passed 
upon all of the petitions for pipe that 
have been filed with the board. The 
committee also prepared a list of streets 
with sewers but no water, and which, 
it is contemplated, should be supplied 
with mains. The recommendations of the 
committee will be submitted to the board 
this afternoon for ratification. 

The larger mains which were decided 
on some days ago by the board will ag- 
gregate about $92,000. The other large 
mains to complete the system as now 
confemplated would cost $51,000, while 
$50,000 more will be needed for small 
mains in the residence sections, and par- 
ticularly on streets having sewers but no 
water. This will make a total of $193,000. 
Add to this about $8,000 for other neces- 
Sary additions to the system in the way 
of improvements to pumps and the like 
and the grand total foots up $201,000. 

Board Needs $18,000. 

The water bonds will bring about $20s,- 
000. Of that amount, however, $25,000 
must be deducted for.the payment of 
the first installment on the new fifteen- 
million-gallon pump which’ was purchased 
last year and which is'to be installed 
some time in the summer. The pump 
was to have been erectéd next month, 
but a strike in the shops where it is be- 
ing built has delays i the work. With 
all these figures to c. isider, the commit- 
tee finds that $18,000 _.ore will be neces- 
Sary to put down all tne pipe scheduled. 

On a number of streets sew<rs have 
been laid, but until water is also put in 
the property owners are not required to 
pay for the sewers. It is estimated that 
if the water pipes are laid the money 
to be paid into the city treasury for the 
Sewers will exceed the cost of those par- 
ticular water mains. This phase of the 
case will doubtless be brought to the 
attention of the city council through the 
finance committee. 

In many sections of the city, larger wa- 
ter mains will be substituted for the 6- 
inch pipe. This pipe when taken up can 
be used in other sections as laterals and 
the pipe committee is agreed that in 
view of this fact it will not be necessary 
to buy any more 6-inch pipe. 

To Finish Main Lines. 

To finish the main lines already agreed 
upon, the committee proposes the foll.w- 
ing: 

On Walker street, Peters and Gordon to 
Ashby in West End, 6,600 feet of 16-inch 
main; on Butler street, Fraser to Wood- 
ward avenue, 1,950 feet of 24-inch main; 
on Fraser street to Woodward avenue, 
3,160 feet of 16-inch main; on the Boule- 
vard from North avenue to Edgewood | 
avenue, 6,975 feet of 164nch main: on 
Woodward avenue from Fraser to the 
Boulevard, 5,400 feet of 16-inch main. 

The following lines are contemplated, 
but their cost has not been figured out: 

On Decatur street from the Boulevard 
to Waddell, 12-inch main; on Decatur 
from Waddell to Moreland avenue, 10-inch 
main; on Moreland avenue from Decatur 
to Euclid avenue, 8-inch main; to extena 
a 6-inch main across Park avenue to 
connect with the main on the Boulevard, 
and to extend an 8-inch main from Capi- 
tol Place to the corner of Hunter street 
and Piedmont avenue; on Ashby street 
from West End avenue to White street, 
i2-inch main; on Gordon street from 
Ashby to Holderness, 12-inch main.

Troubleseme Stamps Will No Longer 
Play So Large a Part. 


BANK CHECKS WILL BE FREE 


Act of March 2d, 1901, Goes Into 
Effect Next Month. 


MOST INCONVENIENT TAXES REMOVED 


Receipts of Revenue Collector in At- 
lanta Increased Two-thirds Un- 
der the Tax Act. 


The troublesome revenue tax which has 
been in force since July 1, 1898, will at last 
be lifted on some of the chief articles in 
‘common use. 

After the Ist of July people will no 
longer have to put the in¢vitable and in- 
convenient 2-cent revenue, stamp on bank 
checks. 

The amendment act of March 2, 1901, 
will go into effect July 1st. By this act 
tax will be lifted on many of the most 
important taxable articles, instruments 
and, property. The lifted tax will affect 
chiefly the rank and file of *the people. 
A tax still remains on many less common 
articles. ; 

The necessity for affixing revenue 
stamps continually since the Spanish- 
American war has been q great hardship 
to the people. The tax was imposed on 
things in com:“on use among the masses, 
and has been a source of great trouble 
and expense for the past three years in 
the commercial and business world, as 

» well aS annoyance and cost to private in- 
dividuals. 

Of the many taxations imposed by the 
‘act of June 13, 1893, the most seriously 
_ Inconvenient have’ been lifted under the 

act of March 2, 191, to go into effect 
July ist. 

After Monday bank checks will no leng- 
er have to be stamped. Telegraph mes- 
sages will not require that extra cent 
heretof@re imposed. Express receipts and 
money orders will not need revenue 
Stamps. All patent medicines will be re- 
leased from their previous heavy reven- 
ue tax. ae 

Schedule B of the act taxing medicinal 
proprietary articles and preparations, 
such, as cosmetics, chewing gum, per- 
fumiery, etc., has’ been amended by elim- 
ination, leaving only the previous tax on 
sparkling and other wines when bottled 
for sale, . ' r 

» , Seats in parlor cars and berths-in-sleep- 
ing cars are still taxed 1 ¢ént, the stamp 
to be affixed to the ticket by the com- 
pany).

terests rather than upon the populace. 
The consequent penalty for not affixing 


necessary revenue stamps will, of COUTS e.g 


after Monday be removed. Documents 
formerly invalidated by the lack of prop- 
er stamps will no longer be Subject to 
such law. ' 

The troublesome necessity, so annoy- 
ing to business men, of keeping on hand 
@ Supply of stamps will largely be re- 
lieved. The continuous cancellation of 
Stamps by writing ones initials and the 
date on them will be obviated. 

Papers requiring stamps which have not 
been affixed are invalidated. They can- 
not be recorded or admitted as evidence 
in any court until properly stamped. 

‘Single revenue stamps to the value of 
' $1,000 have been issued. 

' Since the act imposing revenue stamps 
on common articles not counting the tax 
on liquors and to acco and playing cards, 
(which had previously been levied), the 
receipts of the revenue collector in At- 
lanta have increased two-u.rds. Geor- 
gia’s revenue tax recently amounted to 
about $30,300. Previously it had been 
about $400,000, 

Everybody is glad that the revenue tax 
will be lifted. It Is a great relief not to 
have to bother with licking stamps on all 
occasions, makine chicken feed change 
to pay telegraph toll tax, etc., or to pro- 
cure stamped check books. 

Banks and business enterprises have 
known of the lifting of some of the taxes 
since March and nave been able to pre- 
pare for it. Left over stamps, stamped 
check books, etc., may be redeemed, how- 
ever, by the revenue department. Pri- 
vate individuals can have redeemed such 
stamps or checks at their banks by ac- 
commodation.

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County Commissioners Say the 
Chaingang |s Smallest in 
Several Years, 


MANY PUBLIC ROADS ARE | 
WNEED OF IMPROVEMENT 


Loafers and Vagrants Should Be 
Turned Over to City Court and 
Given the Limit of the 
Law—Would Be Double 
Benefit to Community. 


Put the vagrants in Atlanta to work 
om the county roads, say the county 
commissioners, Never has the county 
been more in need of labor to develop 
and perfect its public road system, nor 
has it within recent years had so small 
a force with which to push this impor- 
tant work. 

The editorial in Sunday’s -Constitution 
urging that the loafing brigade. should 
be ‘dealt with by the state courts where 
sentences of twelve months can be given, 
instead of sending the vagrants to the 
city stockade. for thirty days, tas at- 
tracted widespread attention and favor- 
able comment, but to none was it of 
deeper interest than to the members of 
the board of county commissioners, who 
are so wel] aware of the conditions with 
which it dealt. 

Chairman Anderson Talks. 

“T read the editorial in Sunday’s Con- 
stitution,”’ sald Chairman Clifford An- 
derson, of the county commissioners, yes- 
terday, ‘‘and I indorse every word of it. 
It was timely and to the point. 

“‘We are sorely in need of men to work 
the county roads, and I believe there 
are many of these vagabonds hanging 
around the city who ought to be on the 
chaingang. We can work two or three 
times as Many men as we have at pres- 
ent. If the recorder would turn over 
such characters to the city court, after

of the most important works it has on 
hand.”’ 
Many More Men Are Needed. 

“Our chaingang is growing smaller and 
Smaller,’’ said Judge H, E. W. Palmer 
when asked about the matter, “and we 
have fewer able-bodied men now than 
at any time in years. We need all these 
loafers, and need them bad. The public 
will be benefited in two ways by putting 
them on the chaingang. It will put a 
stop to the general lawlessness, and will 
aid us in pushing the work on our roads. 

“That was a fine editorial The Con- 
stitution had on this subject on Sunday, 
and it gives me pleasure to indorse it 
most heartily... The \mattér should be 
followed up until the object aimed at 
is accomplished, for it is one of the most 
Important questions that has confronted 
the community in'years. We have roads 
al] over the county that need building 
up. and paving, and with our present 
eomparatively .small force the work nat- 
urally progresses very slowly. The roads 
in many sections of the county are in 
bad condition, and though we are doing 
all we can on ‘them, we are unable. to 
do all that should be done. The plan pro- 
posed by The Constitution would be a 
benefit both,to the city and county, and 
nothing too strong can be said in ad- 
vocacy of it.”’ 

Roads That Need Attention. 

Hon. Walter R. Brown, who is chatr- 
man of the finance committee of the coun- 
ty commissioners, enthusiastically favors 
any plan that will take the vagrants 
out of the city and give them to the coun- 
ty chaingang. 

“Tf necessary,” he said, ‘‘these loafers 
might be sent both to the city stockade 
and afterwards to the county chaingang. 
It is possible to have them sentenced on 
the state charge of vagrancy even after 
they have spent thirty days in the stock- 
ade. But I am firmly convinced that 
they should be sent to the chaingang, 
where they arf needed and where their 
punishment will be such as to put an 
end to the criminality for which they 
are responsible. 

‘We have only about 250 prisoners in 
the chaingang now, and the force {1s not 
sufficient to push.the work we have on 
hand. Among the county roads which 
are in immediate need of attention may 
be mentioned the road from Grant park 
to the soldiers’ home, a distance of two 
miles, which, in wet weather is practical- 
lv impassable. Then there is Sawtell av- 
enue which stands in imperative need of 
improvement. University avenue from 
Henderson's crossing on the Southern 
railroad to West End, a distance of three 
miles, has been passed up by the board, 
and should be attended to at once. The 
McDonough road from the federal prison 
to the county line, a distance of two 
miles, has ggt to be paved. On the other 
side of town the road frum Buckhead to 
Mt. Paran Baptist church needs grading 
and paving. These are all trunk roads, 
and in addition there are many cross 
roads which are of importance and which 
need early attention. 

‘ft am in favor of the county chaingang 
doing a certain amount of work inside the 
city limits. We could have these men 
who may be turned Over from the re- 
corder’s court to the city court and sent 
to the chaingang, do such work within 
the city, I think, without any difficulty. 
There certainly is plenty of need for men 
on the roads and that is where these 
worthless vagabondis who are responsible 
for robbery and murder ought to be put.’’ 

Judge Rosser’s Views. 


‘By all means,” said Judge E. B. Ros- 
ser, “these vagrants shotild be put to 
work on the county chaingang. I heartily 
concur in every word The Constitution 
had to say on the subject on Sunday, 
and I hope to see results along that Hne. 

‘‘There is more work to be done on the 
county roads than we have the men to do. 
The county police are keeping the coun- 
try stricts comparatively free of 
grant*® and all they find are 
turned over to the city court. e ought 
to have all of this worthless class at 
work on the roads. It would be a heal- 
thy thing for this community.” |.

WEATHER PHILOSOPHY ~ 


TO CARE FOR “NUMBER ONE” 


URING these days of. record- 
breaking hot weather the average 


[) person is not inclined to be exag- 


geratedly charitable. When a man is 


for trouble, his object is not that he may 
try ta soothe its victim; he on!y seeks 
and finds an unholy joy in assurance 
that although he is miserably hot, he 
does not suffer alone; or perhaps his aim 
is to prove, by force if need be, that he 
has a monopoly of the heat, this latter 
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ton today. 


being a similar disease and quite as ir- 
ritating to his neighbors as hypochondria. 
Nobody is willing to admit another’s su- 
periority even in the matter of heat. 

This weatner encourages the philoso- 
phy as a rule which advises, first and 
last, regard for Number One, and people 
are not slow and need little urging to 
accept its dictates. When one is lux- 
uriating, or rather finding mere comfort 
in a big bath deliciously full, it is very 
easy to think only of the moment's pleas- 
ure, than which there is possibly no 
greater. Why spoil the careless bliss of 
the occasion with disturbing and there- 
fore heating meditations to the effect 
that it is not everybody who has access 
to a porcelain bath? 

Even on Sunday mornings, when our 
charitable sentiments should be at their 
intensest, does a Man, or a woman either, 
consider what would bé the most timely 
and practical application of the sermon, 
which, wnless it is'a sermon of the strict- 
ly up-to-date variety, must. finelude some 
admonitions as..to charity? While every 
man in church fans himself violently, and 
anxiously c@nsults shis watch, what ua 
pity that his eagerness-to leave is not 
inspired by the laudable desire to sug- 
gest and start the establishment at once 
of a public bath, but is concerned only 
with his consuming haste to plunge into 


his own private porcelain with joyful 


forgetfulness of the other hot-looking 
people at church who may not have any 
porcelain to jump into, maybe not. even 
= “tin.” 

Aside from the careless and superficial 
considerations which may thus be vis- 
ited upon the subject, however, it has 
its grave aml important aspect, which 
deserves a serious attention. 

In all large cities which keep in view 
the good of their population, from the 
richest to the poorest elements, the pub- 
lic health as well as comfort, and the 
public content, which comes from both, 
have been found to demand the clean- 
ljness which, among the large poorer ele- 
ment, is impossible without the free as- 
sistance of such facilities as‘the public 
bath affords. That is a wrong sentiment 
which cannot excuse a lack of cleanli- 
ness when its plea is poverty. Water 
is cheap and so is soap, but not to those 
who find their daily food a greater ex- 
pense than they can afford, and it some- 
times takes car fare to reach a river or 
a lake—a statement which may sound 
far-fetched and is not so glaringly true 
of Atlanta as it is of the great centers 
of population. But even here it is not 
without demand. 

There are thousands of people here 
who would rejoice as the hundreds of 
thousands do in New York, for instance, 
in the establishment of public baths, and 
while the pleasure and comfort it could 
afford would be inestimable, the expense 
need not necessarily be large. The most 
successful method in other cities has 
been that which charged a nominal price 
for- a bath,..which. might be .shower or 
plunge, and furnished soap and towels, 
or not, just as the bather chose, Begin- 
ning with a small building and few baths, 
these institutions haye been found in 
every instance so popular and so bene- 
ficial as to be soon enlarged, often 
through the endowment of private indi- 
viduals who perceive their philanthropic
